^he failure of the disarmament conferences, the 
tense situation between Russia and Japan, are further 
indications that science has not yet made war too 
terrible to restrain the martial proclivities of a large 
part of the world.

CANADA'S FOREIGN POUCT 


Other People’s Views 


It is difficult to see how Mr. Bennett, as head 
of the government of Cahada. could reasonably have 
gone any farther than he did go in his contribution 
to the debate on foreign policy in the House of Com¬ 
mons a few days ago. It was hardly to be expected 
that he would accept the recommendation of the 
United Farmer member that the whole question of 
Canada's attitude in relation to foreign affairs be 
referred to a parliamentary committee for investiga¬ 
tion and report. Hiis necessarily must be a matter 
of government policy lor which the administration 
must answer to the electors. 

Nor could the Prime • Minister properly commit 
the epuntry to any specific course of action in the 
absence of any special issue or crisis in which its 
interests were involved. He could only set forth the 
broad principles and aspirations which have marked 
Canada’s international relations, namely to maintain 
peace, encou/age disarmament and develop arbitra¬ 
tion for the settlement of international disputes. He 
agreed that the fullest information on this subject 
should be available to the House, whose members 
would be given every opportunity to discuss it later 
in the session. 

Most of the world's conflicts have arisen from the 
action of governments in committing their countries 
to specific policies in the form of secret treaties, alli¬ 
ances for military purposes and other iron-clad en¬ 
gagements which, in many instances, have been merely 
fuel for the fire of war. Even some policies of this 
character, although genuinely devised to preserve 
peace, have turned out to be the provocative agencies 
of conflict. If nations confined their international en¬ 
gagements to the purposes of commerce and the gen¬ 
eral welfare of civilization there would be less resort 
to arms. 

Canada's record has been singularly free from 
conflict artsmg out of her own international policy. 
She has been pacific in word and action. With her 
nearest neighbor she has been on terms of consistent 
friendship. Disputes between the two countries, which 
in Europe would have been causes of war, have been 
settled by arbitration. She has one of the longest 
frontiers in the world, the boundary line between 
Canadian and United States territory being 4.500 
miles long, and there is not a fort or a gun along 
its whole length. The three wars in which she has 
palticipated arose from circumstances over which she 
had not the slightest control and to which she con¬ 
tributed no provocation. 

The other day Senator A. D. McRae urged the 
withdrawal,of Canada from the League of Nations 
because, in his opinion, her association with that 
organization might involve her in oqtside wars, and 
declared that in no circumstances should Canadian 
soldiers fight on the battlefields of Europe. Senator 
McRae, no doubt, was thinking of Article Ten of 
the Covenant which binds the members of the League 
to respect and preserve as against external aggression 
the territorial integrity and existing political inde¬ 
pendence of all of its members. 

The article further provides that "in case of any 
such aggression or in case of any threat or danger 
of such aggression the Council shall advise upon the 
means by which this obligation shall be fulfilled." 
If that article committed this country to resort to war 
to preserve the territorial integrity of any of its mem¬ 
bers other than its own. General McRae would be on 
sound ground in urging withdrawal, but it does 
not go that far. When Japan occupied Manchuria 
and landed troops at Shanghai, the farthest advocates 
of League action would go was in the nature of

UJI. FORTUNES VANISHING 


The five thousand millionaires who to-day survive 
the thirty thousand of 1929, still have a good chance 
to lose their fortunes before they die. according to 
Samuel Crowther. in the March Cosmopolitan, who 
calls attention to the fact that only one sizable for¬ 
tune in the country, the Astor estate, is more than a 
hundred years old—the three really large ones, the 
Ford. Rockefeller and Mellon estates, being still in 
the first generation. 

Crowther analyzes what is happening to the great 
American fortunes in these days in his article. "From 
Shirtsleeves to Shirtsleeves.’ He shows that inevitably 
large fortunes vanish quickly, spectacular ones are 
usually lost during the lifetime of the maker, and 
that no one has ever figured out a safe way to keep 
a fortune. 

"The Astor estate may or may not be a fortune," 
he says, depending on the course of New York real 
estate. If taxes stay high and rents stay low, the 
estate may be a liability instead of an asset." 

The Vanderbilt and Gould estates are no longer 
large and seem giadually to be disintegrating. Of 
the few big estates in the third generation, that of 
the late Payne Whitney is notable. When Payne 
Whitney died in 1927, his estate was appraised at 
one hundred and eighty-six million. In an account¬ 
ing filed in 1929, it had increased to two hundred 
and thirty-nine millions. By 1931. it was back to 
1927 figures—a loss of fifty-three million dollars. 

Edith Rockefeller McCormick of Chicago, was 
once known os the world's richest wo man th e daugh¬ 
ter of John D. Rockefeller Sr., she married into the 
wealthy McCormick family. At one lime sBe was 
supposed to have at least forty million dollars. At 
her death, virtually all that was left was her home, 
too big to sell, with a mortgage of half a million 
dollars. 

Robert W. De Forest, former president of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. died in 1931, leaving 
an estate then valued at four and a half million dollars. 
At the final accounting in 1933. the value of that 
estate had shrunk by ninety-five per cent. 

"Very few war profiteers earned as much as ten 
million dollars," Crowther says, "and most of them, 
puffed with power and certain of their judgment, 
threw their money into the wild speculation of 1919 
and 1920 and were duly cleaned up in the smash 
and the depression of 1921. 

" I o fmd any fortune going back more than throe 
hundred years," Crowther concludes, "one must aban¬ 
don the whole scene of western banking and turn to 
the Orient. Few of the Indian potentates know how 
old their fortunes are, some go back more than a 
thousand years. The owners have nothing to do with 
banks, except as conveniences. They keep their wealth 
in gold, silver and precious jewels."

% WASHINGTON. 

R EX TUGWELL’S slight, slender figure slumps back in the 
awivel chair, hand in trousers pockets, aud a slow smile 
crosses hfe face. 

‘‘Brain trust!*’ he repeats. “There isn’t any such thing—* 
never was any such thin^. That is all a pleasaut fiction, invented 
a few months back. 

“Those of us here who are working hard for the government, 
and who happen to have a scholastic background, are beginning 
to resent the term a little.” 

Though his hair is much greyer than you would think from 
hia pictures, Rex Tugwell is a handsome man, and looks younger 
than the forty-two years which really put him outside the classi¬ 
fication of “young Liberal.” 

. Liberal. Dr. Tugwell remain*, but young he no longer is—you 
see a serionfc, thoughtful man without a trace of the immaturity 
which the “young Liberal” term implies. 

“CONFIDENCE” PLAYED OUT 

T UGWELL reject# immediately the suggestion of his critic# that he favor* 
zealous reform at the expense of recovery 

“Recovery aud reconstruction muit go together." he explains. “We no 
longer believe that the depression is psychological, that ‘restoration of con¬ 
fidence' la the esaentlal element. We tried that, tried to restore confidence 
by ballyhoo. 

‘The confidence business is played out. If there are. and we believe there 
are. certain physical causes for the depression, then those causes must be 
eliminated befoih there can be lasting and general prosperity. 

* ••Therefore, reconstruction muit go in hand with recovery. It Is not that 
a choice must be made between recovery and reconstruction — they go 
together. 

••The thing that must be achieved 1* the continuity W industry. By 
that I mean an Industrial system that will roll afong *noothly without the 
hitches and depression* we have always had. The fundamental reason for our 
breakdown Is our failure to create customers as fast as we have produced 
goods. 

NOT OPPOSED TO PROFITS 

I AM NOT against profit*, u some have said, but I want to see industry 
run. We must provide a price structure that makes it possible for pro¬ 
ducers to buy. and for Industry to run along on even keel. 

• If that can be done with profit*, all right. But it must be done 
Quiet, soft-spoken, self-effacing, tbi* man who Is credited with being 
head of the brain trust that he says does not exist, is carrying an administra¬ 
tive load that vfeuld break many a man. 

If you think Rexford Ouy Tugwell la just a professor who Is being paid 
by the g over nm e n t to alt In s corner of the agriculture department and hatch 
radical ideas, get It out of your mind. , 

He la th* one assistant secretary of agriculture in one of the largest 
department* of the government. Many smaller department# have two or 
three assistants It la up to him to co-ordinate the twenty bureaus and 
offioes of the department. It* 90 000 filed workers and It* ft,000 on tbe 
Washington staff-

U NHAPPY Ireland of the black-and-tan era Is 
the scene of Bearden Conner's new novel, the 
Literary Guild selection. ' Shake Hands With the 
Devil." and the book pictures a society recked by 
needless bloodshed end suffering as few societies 
have been in modern history. 

A young medical student In Dublin wandem 
into the line of fire as a b»\ck-and-ton contingent 
clashes with a Republican patrol. Quite unin¬ 
tentionally he finds himself involved on the Re¬ 
publican aide. If the. government catches him he 
will be executed without a chance to explain. 

Hie only possible course le to Join hands with 
the Republicans. He does It against his will, car¬ 
ing nothing for the revolution, desirous only of 
finishing hie education and becoming a doctor: 
but he does it because it le the only way of dodg¬ 
ing the firing squad, and he presently finds him¬ 
self a member of a terroristic patrol along the 
aouthern sea coast. . 

Then Cornea a startlingly bitter picture of the 
war that tore Ireland asunder. Mr. Conner asserts 
that there were equal amounts of treachery, 
cruelty end wilful brutality on'both aides: oven 
were involved in the fighting who had no Inten¬ 
tion of being Involved, sacrificed to fanaticleni 
and stupidity In a land where blood-lust reigned 
unchecked. 

In the end our young student goes to his 
death, crying, ilk# Mercutlo, "A plague on both 
your housesr And Mr. Conner makes him a sym¬ 
bol of the meaningless sacrifices that the civil 
war required of all Ireland. 

Many readers will feel that the author Is un¬ 
fair to the Republican cause. In any case, they 
will find his book graphic, swift and moving; a 
dark record of a dark and bloody era.

A HUMORIST ought to be able to estimate the 
work of another humorist. This le why the 
literary world will take » special internet In 
"Charles Dickens. Hie Life and Work." by Stephen 
Leacock. 

Academic critics have dealt rather unkindly 
with the novels of Dickens, ao we have satisfac¬ 
tion m recording that the McGill professor of 
economics puts hie weight Into the other side of 
the scale by giving hie serious and deliberate ver¬ 
dict that the works of the author of "Pickwick 
Papers" repre s ent the highest reach of the world's 
imaginative literature. He even goes so far as to 
say that Dlcken* was a great** genius than Shake¬ 
speare. Much as I admire Dickens, I cannot say 
amen to this: in fact. I dissent for no other reason 
than that poetry l# a higher art than prose, and 
Shakespeare out-tops all other poets, ancient, 
mediaeval and modern. 

But I am pleased to hear Professor Leacock say 
that Dickens has still not been messured up to 
the real height of his genius by those who regard 
themselves as capable Judges. "Starting as a 
humorist, one might almost say ee a comic writer, 
and writing of the ordinary people, he was handi¬ 
capped at the start, as far as academic rank goes. 
It is difficult to be funny and great at the seme 
time. Aristophanes and Mollere and Mark Twain 
mint alt below Aristotle and Boaeuet and Emer- 


S UCH BRILLIANT minds as those of Lord Cecil, 
Gilbert Murray. W. Arnold Forster. C. M. 
Lloyd*, Sir Norman Angel!, H. J. Laskl, C. R.

THE SUPREME, and now tbs most urgent, 
J- political problem of mankind is the preven¬ 
tion of war. For four years we have been ob-. 
seesed by an economic depression. The distress 
which that depression haa caused Is unprece¬ 
dented In Its range and extent. But it la. 1 
believe, literally true that eveir more Important 
at this moment than the* immediate suffering is 
the effect of the depression In arousing passions 
and initiating policies which increase the dangers 
of another world conflict. For Intricate as are 
the problems of economic reform, and many as 
axe the impediments to recovery we should. I 
am convinced, succeed in solving the first and 
achieving the second were It not for the immi¬ 
nent meneoe of war. with the burden of arma¬ 
ments end the -destruction of confidence which 
attend it: nor can any recovery, if momentarily 
attained, be anything but precarious while that 
menaoe remains. 

Current publications reflect a shifting of the 
centre of public interest which corresponds with 
this fact. A year ago, among contributions to 
practical policy, books on the depression oocupled 
the first plaoe: they are now yielding that place 
to bqpke concerned with war and peace. Within 
recent months we have had a prophetic vision 
of war and chaos from H. O. Wells: a masterly 
analysis of ths policies snd diplomacy which pre¬ 
ceded the last war from J. A. Spender: the dis¬ 
illusioning historical reflection of Beverley Nichols. 
We now have. In "The Intelligent Men's Way 
to Prevent War." the light of reason, directed 
neither to the distant past nor the remote fu¬ 
ture, but to the Immediate Issues of policy of 
our tune.

IS "DAVID COPPERFIELD" GREATEST WORK? 

D avid copperfield" was Dickens* favorite 
among all his novels. Leacock declares that 
among all the works of Dickens, other than "Pick¬ 
wick.” "David Copperfleld" on a general vote would 
stand easily flret. It is hard to make a definite 
choice between them, he points out. "because 
they are of such a different kind and claae." 
"Pickwick" stands by Itself among Dickens's books. 
"He never did It again and never tried to. It la 
not a novel, not e story: It has no particular plot 
or plan except what H gathers to it by Its own 
attraction It la the fortuitous result of settling 
the exuberant genius of Its author to work on a 
roving commission " 

For rollicking humor Dickens never surpassed 
pit first story, and. as far as character portrayal 
is concerned, did he ever create a greater comic 
than Sam Weller, a more resilient rogue than 
Jingle, or a more lovable old John Bull than Pick¬ 
wick himself? It was Sam Weller that made 
Dickens famous. Just as Huckleberry Finn made 
Mark Twain. There la a lot of padding in "Pick¬ 
wick Papers." tremendous verbosity, blit the two 
Wellers, father and sou. cover a multitude of sins 
construction, verbiage. Improbability, injected 
stories and so forth. 

DEFENCE OF DICKENH'A PATHOs 

I N SPITE of his almost lyrical praise of Dlckeni 
as a genius "who haa never been equaled or ap¬ 
proached in the history of the world " who was 
and who Is "the world's best seller." "who has 
penetrated where Shakespeare Is unknown and 
the Bible not accepted.” Leacock la not an 
tdolator of Immortal Charles. TO prove how dis¬ 
cerning a critic he -la we have only to read his 
comments on the good and weak points In such 
novels as “David Copperfleld." "Martin Chuxzle- 
wit.” "Dombey and Son" and "Oreat Expectations " 
Dickens has been savagely criticized by writers of 
the present who are nauseated by the over-senti¬ 
mentality of such scenes as the harrowing deatha 
of Little Nell and Paul Dombey. Leacock admits 
that in setting forth the deaths of children to the 
last detail, Dickens was consistent with the mood 
and taste of the times. 

"We have passed away from It," p# writes "We 
demand now a greater restraint, legs copious tears 
—not a greater hardnsa. 1 ' of heart, but a greater 
tenderness toward* grief itself. It is one thing to 
portray the bitterness of death and the isolation 
of bereavement. It la another to ezplott It." 

WHEN CRYING WAS IN FASHION 

B UT IN the Victorian age It waa different. The 
expression of sentiment over, the common sor¬ 
rows of life was still a new thing in literature: 
8hekespeare wrote of kings, Milton of hell and 
8cott of the Middle Ages. It remained for th# 
nineteenth century to break Into a flood of'tears 
over Its own suffering. Scholars, who contradict 
everything, will deny this—their eyes can only 
peer at exceptions and never to open general 
truths. No Wbnder that In the exuberance of this

She wants 
personally to express her gratitude to him, and so do I.” 

In addition to the Psalm hook, the daughter is to have the last 
letter her dead father received from her dead mother. That was 
carefully preserved inside the hook, and returned with it. It was 
written in Dutch from the home address—Vlakplaats Farm. 

It began: . “Most Honored Husband,” and it told how, 
“through the goodness of God,” the writer and her little daugh¬ 
ter had until then been spnred the greater troubles of the war. 

“Our jjjtlc daughter is well,” said the simple, homely epistle. 

Then it told how they "heard the firing behind the hills," and, 
after a few intimate messages, referred the father to Psalm 30, 
that song of David's praising God for hi* deliverance: “I will 
extol Thee, O Lord : for Thou hast lifted me up, and hast made my 
Pies to rejoice over me.”

Those are a few of the opinions expressed tn 
an interview by C. B. Pyper of The Toronto Tele¬ 
gram with Emma Ooldman. anarchist, student 
of literature, writer and lecturer. Mise Ooldman 
would approve of a little blood-letting, but only 
euough to iheke the remedy work. The Russian 
rulers Tat her overdid the phlebotomy, she thinks. 

When I last saw the woman who was once 
known to the American press as “Red Emma.” 
ehe was lecturing on Andreyev and Russian litera¬ 
ture. That was six years ago She was then 
fifty-eight and looked tired and disillusioned. She 
had had a hard and, at times, a disilluslonlbg 
life. Arrested seven times In the United Btates. 
imprisoned for two year* and deported to Russia, 
ahe had gone to the land of her fathers full 
of faith, had found no freedom there and come 
away full of disappointment. For her subsequent 
writings on Russia she thinks ahe might be shot 
If she ever went back. 

STILL AN ANARCHIST 

S EEN IN Toronto now, after a leisured sojourn 
in the south of Prance, ahe looked six years 
younger. Small and plump, with clear grey eyes, 
ahe has still an abounding faith In anarchy and 
a fiery seal for experiment. 

“Are you still an anarchist?’* I asked.

“It can be realized when man understands that 
society has value only If every individual finds 
hla field In life, and therefore can and wlU con¬ 
tribute his share. Governments have failed. They 
have tried to change conditions and haven't suc¬ 
ceeded.” -r

Yet he's inclined to be a little offended 
if some equally discriminating smoker refuses one 
of the Morgan brand. . . . 

George Arllae carries cigars which look exactly 
like'the two-for-a-nickel stogies he smoked in less 
prosperous days. Yet the present ones are made 
to order and cost almost as much ms Mr. 
Morgan's. 

Prank- Vanderllp. the financier, gets cigars at 
ten cents apiece at any convenient store. But 
William Oreeu. President of the American Federa¬ 
tion of Labor pays sixty cents each 'or his cigars, 
and puffs through ft dozen a day. . . 

About 
the only luxury in which the late Calvin Coolidgs 
indulged were elghty-oent cigars. Herbert Hoover 
still orders a fine blend at 880 the hundred.

Park and Tllford occasionally maks 
up an eighteen-inch size at 85 each. These era 
mostly for gifts, but a Chicago millionaire ordered 
a hundred of them for his yacht. 

John McCormack and Galli Cure I like long, 
speckSTy-made, filtered cigarettes. Moat other 
opera singers, and actors, smoke practically any 
kind. Society women vseem to prefer medium- 
priced English cigarettes. 

Movie actresses, as a class, buy the most ex- 
I pensive cigarettes to be had. regardless of blend.

popularity and an easily obtainable. 

Since tha concert to which reference is here 
made the writer has come across some original 
works for two pianos, and It is hoped will prove 
interesting to Miss Harper and Mr. Holloway: 
Two Concerto# in C minor and major, by J. 8. 
Bach: two Concertos in E flat major and P major, 
by C. Ph. E. Bsch; Concerto in P major and aonata, 
by W. Prledemanu Bach; two 8onatas in B flat 
major, by Cllmentl. the latter played by two simi¬ 
lar ensembles (one now on tour) is said to be of 
"quite another and bigger Clementl than the one 
generally portrayed by piano pedagogues.” 

The two local pianists will also be glad to know 
that the Mozart "Sonata in D major" they played 
at this recital was included in a recent two-piano 
recital, as were also Mozart's E ffat concerto, and 
the one in P major, originally written for three 
pianos; also the Schumann "Andante aqd Varia¬ 
tions’ and "Homage to Handel.*’ by Moscheles. 

It seems to the writer that two-piano recitals 
have yet to obtain their audiences, and can only 
be brought about by more frequent recitals, such 
as the excellent example given on the 7th Inst.

GLASGOW, Scotland. 

B RITAIN’S Unemployment Scheme has come of 
age. with £ 800 . 000.000 paid to the worklesa. 
Of that sum Scotland has received £110,000.000. 

The first payment into the fund was on Janu¬ 
ary 8. 1913. Two politicians who had much to do 
with the birth are atUl to the fore in public life. 
Uoyd George and Winston Churchill, who as 
Chancellor of the Exchequer and president of the 
Board of Trade respectively were active In the 
preparation of * the scheme, tlhich was begun as 
something in the way of an experiment for a few 
selected trades, including shipbuilding, and which 
embraced about two and a quarter million workers. 

Now there are 12.000.000 persons Insured for 
unemployment, and If the proposed new act, now 
uhder discussion by Parliament, passes without 
serious amsndmsnt, there will be another 2,000,000 
added to the roll, because the age of Insured under 
the new act will be fourteen Instead of sixteen. 

The value of the scheme can easily be realized 
from the fact that from November 8. 1920. until 
last month the colossal sum of £800.000,000 was 
paid in various forma of bensflt and in what la 
called transltorial benefits.

S TARTED in 1813. the scheme carried Itself with 
payment by the insured until early in 1921, 
when the demand made upon the fund compelled 
the obtaining of loans from the Treasury, for had | 
it not been for these loan* the schema would have i 
broken down, and instead of.the calm and settled j 
conditions prevailing as they ha vs during the years 
of its existence, the country would have been 
faced wltb revolution and chaos. 

The experience tamed during the past thirteen 
years has led the government to Introduce the bill 
now before Parliament, by the passing of which 
radical changes will be made to this great social 
service by putting the fund on a strictly actuarial 
basis, leaving the state to carry practically the 
whole of the burden of the maintenance of the 
worklese who have exhausted their right to benefit. 

Striking ,Jigures from official sources show the 
great value unemployment insurance has been over 
the years of depression since the Orest War. and 
if there were much doubt about its value to the 
nation, and in some quarters there was not only 
doubt, but active and vitriolic opposition, that 
doubt has been removed, and it la difficult to find 
any Individual or coterie of individuals who con¬ 
demn the scheme entirely. 

Some there are who quibble at certain parts, 
its administration. 1U effect on the worker and 
the young, and all these have some merit, but 
on the whole this gigantic* scheme has been 
nothing more or less than a “Qod send.” not only 
to the worker but to the merchant, retailer and 
wholesaler and manufacturer, because had there 
been no unemployment benefit to be paid, the 
worker would have had no money to spend, the 
rent could not be paid and the owners of build¬ 
ings would have been on the rocks, the grocer, 
butcher and baker would have gone out of busi¬ 
ness, and ao on and on round the vicious Circle, 
the ramifications of Its effects would have brought 
Britain to absolute chaos. Therefore no one now 
complains about the payment of benefit to the 
workless, and least of all thoea who themselves 
are employed or employers. 

Of the £800,000.000 the British Exchequer gave 
£ 146 . 000.000 In transltorial benefits, every penny 
of it falling on the taxpayer*. 


CONCERT OVERLAPPING 

O NCE again there has been overlapping of con¬ 
cert dates. So far this season there have been 
two musical events that have conflicted in the 
setting out of their dates for concert performances. 
Even the writer has been unwillingly caught in 
this disagrees*!* and certainly unwanted tide. In¬ 
formation now come* forward that a third over¬ 
lapping of dates will happen about three weeka 
hence, and in one instance the hall has been 
booked since last October for It* annual concert. 

Thla Is annoying to all concerned, and perhaps 
the general reader will say "Why cannot these 
musical people get together?"

Russian?” 

"In Russia there was never persecution of the 
Jews. There was persecution of the Intelligentsia, 
and still la. but in Oermany the methods beggar 
deecriptlon.” 

"And the Russian methods?” 

“The Russian Government has shot, is shoot¬ 
ing and goea on shooting after sixteen years what 
It pleases to call Its opponents, but there are no 
such barbarous methods of torture •» ’to Ger¬ 
many.” 

Fascism and Russian 
Sovietism were of the same family, but in Russia 
as experiment was being tried for the good of 
the people, while Italy and Germany considered 
only the vested interests.

HANTLEY CENTENARY 

T HE PRESENT year is the centenary of the birth 
of Charles Bentley, the famous baritone alnger, 
one of the most popular of English concert plat¬ 
form artists of all time. Bantley was born in 
Liverpool. February 28. 1834, and began his career 
as an amateur chorister and singer. When a 
youhg man he made hla debut under John Hullah 
—whose death, by the way. occurred tn the same 
month (February 21) fifty years ago—when he 
took the part of Adam in "The Creation ” He had 
then studied with Nava in Milan, after with Garcia 
at London, and soon Joined the ranks of the pro¬ 
fessionals (1857). -_ 

Hla voice, talent and method found their 
"market” value, anq. In a few years he rose to be 
the leading English baritone, commanding fees 
equaled only by Sims Reeves. 

For nearly half a century his name was never 
absent from the programmes of England's big 
provincial festivals, state concerts or the Phil¬ 
harmonic. But It was the Prophet in “Elijah” 
that he was acknowledged to be the unparalleled 
exponent of the part, not eveu by Josef Btaudlgi. 
for whom Mendelssohn hsd written it, and who 
visited England repeatedly. He also appeared in 
opera, and his best roles were In “Faust.” “Zampa” 
and “The Water Carrier." but abandoning th# 
theatre He devoted himself to the concert plat¬ 
form. where he had no rivals and easily scored 
success upon success. 

Who Will ever forget his singing of Handel’s,. 
“O Ruddier Than the Cherry.” Mendelssohn's “I'm 
a Rnamer.” Oounod's "Nazareth ” Verdi's “Erl Tu.“ 
Wallace's “Bell-ringer.” Hatton’s "Tp Anthea” and 
Sullivan's “If Doughty Deeds?” He visited America 
in 1871 and 1891 and Australia in 1899-90.' In 
1907. shortly after th* celebration of the fiftieth 
anniversary of his debut, he wss knighted. 

His wife was the soprano vocalist. Gertrude 
Kemble, who died in 1882 Sir Charles wrote some 
rhoibl works and songs, a volume of reminiscences 
of his life, and “The Art of Singing." etc: He 
died in March. 1924.

Parties expressly arranged for roulette, chemln- 
dc-fcr*^ and other such games are becoming a 
recognized feature of the dally round, and I am 
told ■ there ia correspondingly less bridge being 
playAl this yegr. Three of London's largest stores 
report a big increase in the sale of all forms of 
gambling gamer, especially roulette wheels. 

These gambling parties are not punishable by 
law. since they are private affairs of a casual 
nature. They are not "habitual” within the 
meaning of the act.

But the fund is now in the happy position not 
only of paying its way. but of starting to clear off 
the debt of £115.000.000 whlch|Jt owed the Trea¬ 
sury and which began to accumulate thirteen yean 
ago. In the past nine months it has gathered a 
surplus of some £6,000 000. and out of that has 
repaid the Treasury £2.670.000. leaving a balance 
on hand of £3,000.000. 

By the end of March the surplus Is expected 
to be about £5.000.000. and by then a further re¬ 
fund will be made to the Treasury. 

This £5.000,000 can be utilized by the Chan¬ 
cellor of the Exchequer In the reduction of taxa¬ 
tion. much to the relief of thoae over-burdened 
persona. 

Since 1921 local authorities have spent over 
£50.000,000 in relief to able-bodied' workleas. Bcot- 
ftnd's share of this being approximately £10.00 0.000, 
or approximately £120,000.000- in thirteen years,

Dollfuss is not violently opposed to 
a Hapaburg restoration with himself 
as Premier.

Vice-chancellor, u an ar¬ 
dent boaster of Otto. But there are 
still many external and Internal 
hurdles to be Jumped. Inside Austria 
the Nacls and the Socialists at the 
two extremes are opposed to th* mon¬ 
archy. But It Is not altogether Im¬ 
probable that the SoclaNsu would take 
Otto a* a lesser evil than a Hitler. 

Externally the big powers are not so 
Inimical a* they used to be. But they 
might have trouble with the succession 
state* — Ceecho-Slovakla. Yugoslavia 
and Roumanta. which In the past have 
declared they would go to war rather 
than allow a Hapaburg to reign. They 
fear that Otto on the throne would . 
be the first Step Crowning as king 
of Hungary would be the second. 
Attempt to grab back from them 
former crown land* would be the next. 
Hence their anxiety. 

THE PRINCE'S ASSETS
